15. The method according to Claim 12, wherein the method for effecting payment 
does not provide for any interaction between the buyer and the selle r, and wherein the e-mail is 
sent automatically by the electronic auction system without receiving any input from the seller or 
the buyer after a determination is made by the electronic auction system as to the identity of the 
buyer . 

18. The method according to Claim 16, wherein the step of effecting payment 
includes the step of loaning ftmds to the buyer [by the electronic auction system].
